43. (Original) An application development system according to claim 42, 
wherein the application development tool generates debug frames in response to 
user interaction with the application development tool. 

44. (Original) An application development system according to claim 43. 
wherein the application development lool populates a source and/or destination 
field of the debug frame with an invalid source and/or destination address. 

45. (Original) An application development system according to claim 43, 
wherein the debug frames invoke and twutrol one or more smart card resources 
facilitating debugging of (he application executing within the application 
development tool of the computer system. 

46. (Original) An application development system according to claim 42, 
wherein the client development interface includes a debug filter to identify and 
route debug frames received from the smart card. 
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47. (Original) An application development system acceding to claim 41, 
wherein the smart card development interface comprises a debug filter to identify 
debug frames within the received normal communication flow. 

48. (Original) An application development system according to claim 47, 
wherein the debug filter identifies debug frames by an invalid source and/or 
dcrtmrtm address embedded within a muh» dcrfMtfon of a,e **•* 
frame. 

49. (Original) An application development aystem according to claim 41. 

further comprising: 

a communication protocol, employed by the compute system and the smart 
card to communicate therebetween, the communication prataool comprising, 

a plurality of application frames comprising a normal communication flow 
between a host application and a smart card application; and 

one or more debug frames, interlaced with the application frames within the 
normal communication flow, to enable a debug application executing on the host 
system to selectively access and control smart card resources. 
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
